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DEMANDING A SCALP. 


VOORHEES MAKES A 
STRONG SPEECH 


AGAINST THE CORRUPT PRACTICES 
Of the Republican Party in the Last Presi- 


dential Election and the Action of the 
District Attorney. 


SENATOT 


WASHINGTON, January 8.—After some routine 
ynorning business, .Mr. Voorhees called up the 
resolution offered yesterday in relation to the 
charces that Mr. Chambers, the United States dis- 
trict attorney at Indianapolis, had interfered in 
his ofticial capacity to prevent the arrest of W. W- 
Dudley on the charge of feloniously violating the 
election laws of Indiana at the last presidential 
election, and directing the attorney-general to re- 
port what instructions the department of justice 
bad issued to Mr. Chambers on the subject, and 
to furnish copies of correspondence, and pooceed- 
ed to address the senate. He spoke of the 
crime as having inflicted an in- 
dellible stain on that memorable’ election 
and impeached the integrity of the political result 
that followed. The factof the crime was open 
and universally known, and practically confessed 
by its perpetrators and his coadjutators, and yet, 
by constaut vigilance in ob tructing the law, and 
in denving and preventing justice, the crime had 
thus far gone uupunished. The beneficiary of the 
polluted ballot box, now in a high place, has felt 
compelled to shield the corrupt Instrument of that 
suecess from the penalties due to such notorious 
guilt. It was high time, he said, that that 
most disgraceful and most alarming episode in 
the presidential election should be fully under- 
stood by the whole people, and thata proper de- 
rree of responsibility should be assigned to the 
instrument by whom it was perpetrated, and to 
these who tried to hide the offense. He should 
nothing extenuate nor aught set down in malice, 
but forbearance on the subject had long ceased to 
be a Virtue in the estimation of all honest people 
4n Indiana, and for those alone he spoke. 

Mr. Voorhees sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read the notorious -‘*Jj‘ocks-of-Five” letter, and 
went onto say that the cays and weeks which 
immediately followed .the publication of that 
polluted and polluting campaign document would 
always be remembered for the rapidity, audacity 
and fecundity with which the most self-evident 
falsehoods were conceived and put forth by the 
republican press, in order to avert the odium and 
to escape the legal pena!ties of an organized at- 
tempt at wholesale bribery. This | document, 
eminating officially from the national republican 
committee (and never disavowed) had pointed 
out, he said, that an anipie corruption fund was 
ready in hand and gave explicit directions for its 
use by agents selected for 
"THEIR SKILL IN SUCH RASCALITY. 

He spoke of Dudley as the immediate ‘personal 
representative (in the national republican com- 
mittee) of Benjamin Harrison, then candidate for 
the presidency and now president of the United 
States. He had been put upon that committee at 
the earnest request of Mr. Harrison and between 
them there were the miost confidential and inti- 
mate personal relations. They had been political 
Simese.twins in the state of Indiana. When, 
therefore, the scheme of bribery and corruption 
was exposed on the 31st of October, as far and as 
fast the lightning carried the shame- 
ful story, was it to be | supposed 
that Pudley was left without acivice, 
instruction ‘and assistance. Senator Quay, chair- 
inan of the national republican committee, and a 
senator from the state of Pennsylvania, arrived 
at Indianapolis and held repeated and protracted 
conferences with those who held the fate of Dud- 
ley and the interests of the republican party 

IN THE HOLLOW OF THEIR HANDS. 

It was not for him (Voorhees) to presume to de- 
termine the precise character of the men or the 
subject. 

Mr. Quay—I state to the senator from Indiana 
that it is not true that in Indianapolis I conferred 
with those who held the republican party in the 
hollow of their hand, or conferred with any one in 
reyard to the case of Dudley. 

Mr. Voorhees—The hands of those with whom 
the senator consulted were rather small, it is true, 
but to theextent of their paims they did not hold 
the intereats of the republican party in their hands.

Mr. Quay—J called on the President-elect Har- 
rison.

Mr. Voorheés—Certainly, you did. The senator 
will not blame me if L draw the inference that 
he wanied the prosecution of Dudiey_ stopped, 
and that he went to Indianapolis to see him, and 
that he did say certain things In fg where 
it would do the most good, and with an emphasis 
which was not forgotten. 

IUDGE WOODS DENOUNCED. 

Mr. Voorhees went on to speak of Dudley’s 
threats to use “dynamite, which he had in his 
pocket, in case an attempt was made to inflict 
punishment upomhim, and also to criticise very 
severely the part which Judge Woods was repre- 
sented as taking in preventing the finding of a 
pill of indictment against Dudley. He spoke of 
Judge Woods’s course as being conspicuously 
shameful. 

In view of the indignity, injustice and open out- 
rage inflicted on the people of Indiana, in the 
name and by the authority of the republican na- 
tiona! committee (aided and abetted by the action 
of the federal court), it would not seem strange 
that as a represeutative of that insulted people, 
he should ike to know by whose instructions, and 
by what authority of law, a responsible law officer 
of the eovernment in Indianapolis, selected and 
appointed by the administration, felt himself 
warranted. a few weeks azo, in ordering a United 
States commissioner uot to issue a warrant 
for DPudiey’s arrest when he ventured to 
return to Indianapolis for the first time in more 
than a year, characterizigg at the same tiime the 
Dudilev letter as an honor@ple and patriotic public 
document. In béhalf the people of Indiana, he 
desired the attorney general of the United States to 
inform the senate whether the action of his offi- 
cial subordinate, in interfering with the United 
States commissioner, was inspired by his in- 
structions, or met with his approval. He asserted 

that a district attorney of the United States had 

no more legal right over the action of a United 

States commissioner in-the issuance of or refusal to 

issue 2 warrant than he had over the appointment 

of a minister to England. The action of Chambers 
called for his summary dismissal. No better 
opportunity could present itself to the president 
than was now presented to define his connection 
with Dudley and with Dudjey’s crime. Benjamin 
Harrison was president of the United States and, 
as such, was called upon to spurn the disgraceful 
exaniple. 
In conclusion Mr. Voorhees declared that bribe 
ivers,t!bribe takers andall indorsers of bribery, 
should be regarded as pirates and enemies of the 
human race. 
MR. EDMUNDS’S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Edmunds offered an amendment for the 
““preamble and resolution, so as to strike out the 
preamble and make it read coe 

“That the attorney-general be and hereby is in- 

structed to inform the senate what instructions, 

if any, the department of justice has given to S. 

N. Chambers, district attorney for the district of 

Indiana, on the subject of the arrest of W. W. 

Pudiey, orhis exemption from arrest; and by 

what authority of law any such instructions have 

been given; and that copies of all such correspon- 
acncee be transmitted to the senate.” 

He expressed (sarcastically) his admiration of 
and concurrence in the beautiful tribute of the 
senator from Indiana, tothe value of political 
morality. He also gave his adhesion to Mr. Voor- 
hees’s denunciation of political immorality. If 

Dudley hac done the thing ° gee to him, he 

had, certaiuly comniittec (if not a 

crime against the United States) a 

crime against that class of public moral- 

ity which the senator had so beautifully described, 
and which, as he said, was so essential to the 
safety and perpetuity of republican institutions ; 
still, it was possible that the so- 
called Dudley letter had been forged, or 
so altered as to make an innocent (morally 
inndcent) political letter appear to bea morally 
guilty one. There were instances of such politi- 
¢al/forgeries about the time of the presidential 
eleciion—such asthe Morey letter. But he was 
glad the leaders of the democratic party had ap- 
parentiy reformed, (laughter in the galleries), 
and that now, at least, on the anniversary of the 
battle of New Orleans, there was some evidence 
of |allegiance to the principles of the only real 
dofnocat he had ever heard of—General Jackson.

: WHY DOES DUDLEY HIDE OUT? 
- Mr. Voorhees—If the Dudley letter is a forgery, 
why is it that he has not brought his libel .suits 
against the New York papers to trial; and why is 
it that he has skulked and cowed, and hid himself 
in exile for the last twelve months or more? 

Mr. Ednwnds—I do not know. that Dudley is 
ekuiking or hiding anywhere, and I do not believe 
it. 1 donot know that he hasany libel suits pend- 
ing in New York. Lf he has, lsuppose he knows 
bow to take care of them. 

Mr. Voorhees—-I say here, in the hearing of the 
New York press, and its agent, that every possible 
effort has been made to get Dudley, in his own 
person, in the state of New York to prosecute his 
own libel suits; that all such efforts have failed, 
and that Judge Lawrence the other day denieda 
motion of Dudley’s lawyers because Dudley, he 
said, kept himself outside of the limits of the 
State.

Mr. Edmunds argued that this Dudley letter, if 
it were genuine, constitnted an offense against 
the laws of Indiana and asked where were all the 
democratic district attorneys of that state, and 
why all this delay on their part to institute pro- 
ceedings. He intimated that United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Sellers, who preceded the present 
incumbent, had resigned to escape the necessity 
of taking some action on the Dudley letter. He 
intimated that the Dudley letter might have been 
suggested by, or intimated by money which had 
been sent out by Mr.. Whitaker, of Martinsville, 
Ind., chairman of the democratic county com- 
mittee on the 7th of September, 1888, and which 
was recently published in an_ editorial 
of the Terre Haute Express, a paper published (he 
believed) in the town of the Senator's residence. 
Dudley’s letter seemed to be a child or®a twin 
sister of this Whitaker letter which he sent to the 
clerk’s desk and had read. She letters use pre- 
cisely similar expressions as are used in the Dud- 
ley letter as to supplying lists of doubtful voters, 
describes them as ‘‘floaters,” and directs that they 
shall be closely looked after and none of them al- 
lowed to escape. 
The reading of the letter was received with loud 
laughterin the galleries. Mr. Edmunds continued : 
Now this Whitaker letter may be aforgery. I do 
do not knew. Ido not vouch forit. 1t is possible 
that the editor of the Terre Haute Express in- 
vented it. Butits likeness tothe so-called Dud- 
ley letter is so perfect and particular that I should 
be bound to say (if I were a juror) that the man 
who wrote it on the 7th of September wrote the 
Dudley letter and palmed it off as a letter from 
the national vorabiicats committee. __ 
Mr. Edmunds then touched upon the recent po- 
litical scandals in Indiana, and closed by hoping 
that the senate would not stop until the corrup- 
tion and dishonesty at elections should have been 
utterly cast away. : 
Mr. Voorhees replied that he had never before 
heard of the Whitaker letter and did not believe 
it had ever existed. 

THE AMENDMENT ADOPTED. 
At the close of the discussiou, the Edmunds 
amendment was agreed to by a party vote (31 to 
24), and the resolution, thus amended, was 
adopted—Mr. Voorhees remarking that he would 
find some way to ascertain the judgment of the 
law department on the action of its subordinate. 
Afte the disposal of some’routine matters, the 
senate proceeded to the consideration of execu- 
tive business, and at 3:10 adjourned. 
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THE JACKSON MEMORIAL. 
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A Grand Celebration for Old Hickory in 
Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 8.—{Special.]—The 
eclebration in honor of Andrew Jackson today 
was the most elaborate that Nashville has ever 
witnessed. All daylong the streets have been 
thronged and tonight the Maxwell is crowded by 
people attending the grand historic costume re- 
ception. Thecity presents quite a holiday ap- 
pearange, being generally decorated with flags and 
buntyfe and pictures of Andrew Jackson. An 
imimense procession passed through the streets 
this morning, being composed of mounted police, 
Governor Taylor and staff, Colonel Baxter and 
staff,a dozen militia and artillery companies, 
Floridaand Mexican war veterans, George H. 
Thomas post, Grand Army of the Republic, su- 
preme court judges and city officials followed by 
thousands of citizens on foot. The procession 
passed the Polk mansion, where the venerable 
widow of Jackson's successor viewed it, and then 
proceeded to the capitol where it disbanded. At 
1 o’clock p.m. an immense throng gathered in the 
hall of the house of representatives, 
where the first annual mecting of the National 
Jackson club. was held. Colonel Jeremiah 
George Harris called the meeting to order, and 
delivered an address. This was followed by an 
oration by Dr. O. P. Fitzgerald, and short ad- 
dresses by others while the committee on perma- 
nent organizatiou was consulting. It was decided 
that the club should meet annually in Nashville 
on January 8, and the following officers were 
elected: Presideut, A. K- McClure, of Philadel-

At 2 o’clock this afternoon 
the greatest banquet ever seen in Nashville was 
given by Colonel Jere Baxter to the first regiment 
at Baxter court. Tables were spread in four 
large halls, and nearly five huudred people 
were seated. Governor Taylor, all the state 
officers, including the judges of the supreme 
court, and prominent citizens generally were in at- 
tendance besides the militia companies of middle 
Tennessee and over three hours were spent In a 
discussion of the elaborate menu. Tonight the 
historic costume reception at the Maxwell, under 
the auspices of the Ladies’ Hermitage association 
brought out a large crowd. Gencral Jackson, 
his cabinet and foreign ministers were imperson- 
ated by prominent citizens, and many Jackson 
relics were on. exhibition. Handsome floral 
ices to be placed on Jackson’s tomb were sent 
vere by President Harrison, Governor Ladd, of 
Rhode Island; Governor Jackson, of Maryland; 
Governor, Buckley, of Connecticut; Governor 
Eagle, of Arkansas,and prominent men from other 
states.

GERMANY IN MOURNING

BERLIN, January 8.—At the opening of the 
reichstag thig norning the president formally an- 
nounced the death of Dowager Empress Augusta, 
and paid a bigh tribute te her memory.

PLEADING FOR PROTECTION. 


gressional Committee. 
WASHINGTON, January 8.—The ways and means 
committee today continued hearing the tobacco 
men. A New York tobacco packer protested 
against the advantage which the existing law and 
treasury rulings gives to the manufacturer of for- 
eign tobacco. For this, he said, there were two 
remedies. First, to regulate tax that manufact- 
urers of foreign tobacco shall have no advantage 
from Wie cost of foreign cigars. Then he would 
drop fereign tobacco. Second, to raise the tax 
on all tobacco that comes into competition with 
domestic tobacco. 
Mr. Flower—And that is what you are here for? 
Witness—Yes, sir. 
S. G. Hubbard, president of the New England 
Tobacco Growers’ association, was next heard. He 
claimed that there was no adequate protection at 
resent for tobacco growers. His association had 
or several years petitioned to have the internal 
revenue tax on tobacco repealed. 
Jonathan Wychofl, representing the New York 
State.Tobaceo Growers’ association, also asked 
protection for the farmer. He did not see why 
cigar makers should be protected three times as 
much as the producers of tobacco. 
THE RICE MEN SPEAK. 
Colonel John Screven, of Savannah, Ga., ap- 
peared in behalf of the rice industry. The rice 
growers had been alarmed by statements repeat- 
ediy made that the duty on rice was excessive* 
He purposed to show that this is not so, and that 
in all fairness the duty should: be. raised. He did 
not intend to ask that, however, because he did 
not presume that a higher duty could be secured. 
He desired to contradict the statements whiclr 
had been made in the house ofrepresentatives, to 
the effect that twice as much rice was produced in 
this country. as before the war. The reverse of 
this was the truth. Before the war, with slave 
labor, twice as much rice was produced in this 
country a8 at present. We imporied very little 
rice then and exported great quantities. With 
slave labor the rice growers were iu position to 
defy the world. They had the most effective 
labor, and it was inferior in cheapness only to 
that of Asia. No protection was needed, and the 
duty paid then benefited neither the government 
nor the producer. Since the war the situation 
had entirely changed, and protection was now 
necessary. The war placed the industry in its in- 
fancy agaiu, disorganizing labor, ruiniug 
lants and excellent irrigation works. 
zabor was. now far higher and _ also 
less effective. The changed commercial conditions 
was also to the disadvantage of the American pro- 
ducer, and he now found the Asiatic rice meeting 
him in competition almost in his own fields. The 
treasurer’s reports showed that the bulk of rice 
sent here from China was brought in at less than 
two cents per pound while the cost to the Ameri- 
can producer was considerably more than three 
cents. A reduction of duty, he asferted, would 


give monopoly to the foreign preducer which 
would be followed by greativ enhanced prices, as 
was shown duriug the war when the Yalue of rice 
was higher than ever known before. » 


HE CAN BE SPARED.

NEW YorX, January 8.--Wilham P. St. John, 
president of the Mercantile National -bank, and 
vice-president of the Southern society, tonight, 
tendered his resignation as a member of tiat so- 
ciety, because of itsaction last night, on the death 
of Jefierson Davis.

C., January 8.—{Specia!.]—The 
grand jury in the Unitefl States court today found 
a true bill against Catharine Lee, Norman Lovett 
and Avery Floyd, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government. The case is a peculiar 
one, and shows how easy it is toget pensions. 
Catharine Lee claimed to be the widow of Joseph 
Lee, who served in the war of.1812. Sheis about 
forty yearsold. The twomen made a written 
agreement with her by which they were to re- 
ceive two-thirds of thé pension money and the 
alleged widow the remdAining third. The woman 
swore that she was-the wife of Joseph Lee 
of Sumter county, aud that she was the widow of 
Richard Small, a soidier of the war of 181!2,ina 
North Carolina regiment, that Small died in 1885, 
in Harry couny, in this state. The two other 
defendants swore to this aflidavit, and on it a 
pension was granted by Corporal Tanner, and the 
money divided between the conspirators. All the 
parties are negroes, and as there were no negro 
soldiers in the war of 1812, and as Catharine Lee 
the alleged widow of Private Simall, must have 
reached the ripe old age of about ninety-seven

THE WIRES CROSSED 


AND A HANDSOME BUILDING wag 
BURNED. 
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A LARGE BLAZE IN ST. LOUIS. 


The Western Union Office Destroyed by Fir¢ 
—Narrow Escape of the Operaters 
é —The Cause of the Fire. 


St. Louis, January 8.—Shortly before 7 
o’clock this morning, a fire started in the 
basement of the Western Union telegraph: 
building, corner of Olive and Third streets. 
The fire soon ascended through the air shaft 
from the first to the top floor, and it is now 
burning fiercely. All operators escaped from 
the building uninjured. The fire broke outin 
the engine room. The building ig 
completely gutted. The building was 
an old one, situated on the corner 
of Third and Olive streets, and 
in addition to the Western Union was cecu- 
pied by the oifices of the Associated Pre 

Jaily Printing company, Allen & Ginter Ci 
arette company, Bradley Printing Seroll 
pany and one or two other offices. 

At 9:30 the fire was brought under complete 
control, but the building is ruined. All the 
Western Union wires were burned out, but 
active efforts are being made to restore com- 
munication. They are receiving messages at 
East St. Louis. The fire started in the base- 
ment and spreading upward so quickly that 
all the inmates of the operating room had te 
fiy for their lives and many of them had 
narrow escapes. 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

A network of wires led into the building by 
way of the roof. The storm of yesterday 
loaded down the telegraph, and telephone 
wires as well, with a heavy coating of ice. 
During yesterday and last night many 
“breaks’’ occurred, and the service was badly 
interrupted.. At 6 o’clock this morning a wire 
leading to the basement of the building came 
in contact witha broken electric light wire 
and at once the building was on fire. The 
basement has but a few people in it and 
trouble being anticipated from the wires om 
the roof, if‘at all, little attention was given te 
the basement, and the fire had gotten beyond 
control when discovered. 

The fire departinent made a hard fight, but 
the mass of wires which almost shut the ligh® 
out of the streets, prevented successsful work, 
and the firemen would not risk their lives in’ 
cutting them until the electric ight wire cur- 
rents were terned off. The Associated Press 
office, on the second fioor, was totaliy de- 
stroved. But few persons were in the build- 
ing when the fire started, and although sev- 
eral had narrow escapes, all reached the 
ground in safety. Several firms occupied 
offices and stores in the building, and their 
loss will be total. 

The loss is estimated at $100,000, of which 
$50,000 falls on the Western Union company. 
Adjoining buildings were badly damaged by 
smoke and water.

The Privileges Which Will Go with the Pur- 
chase of Georgia’s Big Swamp Make It a 
Valuable Property. 


Governor Gordon and the gentlemen who 
are eager to take advantage of the privileges 
conferred by the last legislature on the Suwanee 
Canal company or on the purchasers of the 
Okefenokee swamp were in consultation yes- 
terday for many hours. 

As a result of the different conferences, the 
governor telegraphed for Attorney-General 
Anderson to be present in Atlanta next Satur- 
day, and at the hour appointed everybody in- 
terested will be given an opportunity to state 
his case. 

After this is. done the governor will advise 
with the attorney general on the legal course 
to be pursued. - 

The/ present difficulty grew out of some 
misunderstanding of the advertisement for the 
bids which made the governor think it would 
be right and proper to readvertise. He came 
to his decision because the act says: “The 
govemor shall, within ten days after the pas- 
sage of this act, advertise for bids for the land 
of the state in and adjoining the Okefenokee 
swamp, for sixty days, in the ATLANTA Con- 
STITUTION, /Macon Telegraph, Savannah’ 
Morning News, and in one paper in each of 
the following states: New York and Florida.” 
Although the advertisements were all is- 
sued from the executive department at the 
same time it did not appear ceitain that it had 
appeared for the required sixty days in either 
the New York World or the Times-Union of 
Jacksonville, the two papers chosen in the 
other states. Another error wastostate in 
advertisement that bids would be received for 
sixty days ‘‘after the passage of the act,’’ in- 
stead of ‘‘after the first appearance of the 
advertisement.” Se 

Four bids for the property has been received. 
Each of the hidders was anxious to be the last 
to make offer and it -was_ late 
Tuesday night when the. first would-be 
purchaser appeared at the mansion. Before 
midnight three other bids were received. They 
came from Mr. Frank Hall and others; from 
Captain Harry Jackson, representing General 
P. M. B. Young, and others; from Governor 
Colquitt, Mr. Little, of New Jersey, and 
others; and from Mr. Willis Reagan and Cap- 
tain ‘Culpepper. 

The desire to purchase the swamp is ac- 
counted for by the privileges which go with it. 
The act under which the sale is made begins 
by granting to Frank W. Hall, Marshall A. 
Phillips and their associates a charter under 
the title of the Suwanee Canal company, and 
conferring on them all the lands of the Okefe- 
nokee swamp at 12 1-2 cents an acre, provided 
that the lands were advertised for sale for 
sixty days, and no bids were received exceed- 
ing the 12 1-2 cents. If such bids were received, 
all the privileges and the title of Sewanee 
Canal company should go to the highest 
bidder. 

Section 2 of the act provides that the capital 
stock of the company shall be $1,000,000 to be 
divided into 100,000 shares of $10 each and 
the capital stock may be increased to a sum 
not exceeding $5,000,000. 

' Among the other privileges confered, the 
company is authorized to build a system of 
drainage. canals leading into, through and 
from the Okefenokee swamp and vicinity, of 
suchedimensions as it shall deem necessary for 
drainage and reclaiming purposes ; and also the 
exclusive right of operating and maintaining 
sich canals forand in connection with the 
business cf the company; and the company 
shall have full power to make such rates and 
to receive such tolls and charges as may be 
|_iust for eyery kind of transportation on their 
streams not noW navagable as thé “sald ¢om, 
pany may open and improve as outlets for the 
; | | Same.”’ 

| If the attorney-general concludes that the 
governor is authorized to advertise for another 
sixty days, more bids may be made, if, how- 
ever, he decides that only those now received 
can be opened, it will be done immediately, 
and the company created will at once begin 
work.

$10,000 in the year 1890, $10,000 in the year 1891, 
$16,000 in the year 1892. 

On the back of the ordinance was written a 
reference to a special of committee of five, 
composed of Hirsch, chairman; Inman, How- 
ell, Hulsey, and Reinhardt.

The Longshoremcen Rejoice in a Big Season’s 
Business. 

SAVANNAR, Ga., Jaunary 8&.—[Special.}—“This 
has been the best season for the cotton 
hoosiers I ever saw and [I have been 
working at the business here for twelve 
years,” said a longshoreman tonight. ‘Even al- 
lowing for the strike we have made more time 
than ever before,” he added. Work has been 
steady and the men have made a good deal of 
overtime. This longshoreman made $52 
one week when his gang had to work on Sunday 
and at nights. The “header” gets six dollars a 
day, and the other four men of the gang get five 
dollars a day. In round numbers 650,000 bales of 
cotton have been stowed in ships’ bolds at this 
port since September Ist, of upland and sea island 
together.A bout 700,000bales have been received.The 
unsold stock is estimated at less than 30,000 bales. 
Aimost as fast as the cotton came in it has been 
shipped away. ‘The exports for the season are 
130,000 bales ahead of the exports for the 
corresponding period of last season. That repre- 
sents nearly $50,000 more’ money paid the long- 
shoremen for this season than last. This sum 
would be at least $10,000 more had the strike not 
occurred.

A northern exchange that is esteemed only 
when it is in a good humor, wants to know 
what The Constitution means by the ‘‘kan- 
garoo ballot.’’ It appears to be so serious in 
its inquiries that it is worth while, perhaps, 
to give it a touch of genuine American doc- 
trine. 

In such a matter, it is neither difficult 
nor unpleasant to make an explanation that 
may cover a good deal of ground, or a very 
little, as the case may be. The kangaroo 
ballot system is an affair that seems to be 
fairly well described by its title. Itis a 
system that is tough enough in its hind legs 
to jump over the average voter, and to land 
in the front yards of those who are at heart 
opposed to American institutions. The 
strength and influence of the republican 
party shows that there is a streak of toryism 
running through our politics in spite of the 
success of those who fought against the 
The larger issues haye had 


their names changed to suit the supposed 
temper Or the times, but the contest between 


the democrats and republicans is still a con- 
test between those who are defending the 
rights of the people against the oppressions 
of federative and centralized power. 

The kangaroo ballot system may be one 
of the biggest things the world has ever 
seen, but the first result of itin Boston shows 
that it is calculated to suppress the will of a 
majority of the people. This is neither 
American nor democratic, and, as a remedy, 
it is not applicable to our institutions. Yet, 
it has been applied and there ire a great 
many people who regard it as a very sooth- 
ing affair. It is said to be in the nature of 
a reform, but it should be borne in mind 
that the term ‘reform’’ is more elastic 
than a circus tent, and is calculated to cover 
quite as many curiosities. In their accus- 
tomed places may be observed the living 
skeleton and the fat woman, as well as the 
‘Texas steer with four horns and an eye in 
the middle of his forehead. In the mixed 
audience that surrounds these storm-tossed 
curiosities, there is some dispute as to which 
shall be selected as the mold of fashion or 
the model of reform, and out of the difference 
of opinion arises various controversies more 
or less heated. Meanwhile, the people in 
an adjoining tent are enjoying the music of 
the brass band and applauding the monkey’s 
riding the ponies. This may seem to be a 
very foolish proceeding op the part of the 
people, but is it not true that they are hay- 
ing the best of the show? Itusually happens 
that the wonderful curiosities are forgotten 
before the performance is over, and the real 
reformer turns out to be the man with the 

‘big read sticks of peppermint candy. 

The Jeffersonian idea does not tally 
with any effort to destroy the right of voting. 
‘To vote is a privilege which may be exer- 
eised or not. It is an individual privilege 
which carries with it its own rights and 
responsibilities. It. is mnobody’s business 
whether the voter casts his ballot in an open 
or ina secret manner. The state may see 
to it that the voter has an opportunity to 
east his ballot, but when it erects foreign 
machinery around so simple a proceeding, it 
attacks the citizen and injures itself, — 

The kanggroo ballot may be a very good 
thing for Australia, where it was invented 
for the purpose of helping out the English, 
or so-called conservative government, which 
is in power. The way it helped the tories 
in Australia has been paralleled by the way 
it helped the republicans in Boston. 

We are not speaking of it now as a party 
measure. It seems that both parties are 
responsible for it, or are willing to be 
responsible. The point we desire to make 
is that it isnot American in its results. 
Conceding that this, under the present ad- 
ministration, is not by any means a serious 
argument, what is to be done about it? . 

So far as we see, nothing .can be done. 
When an American missionary, visiting

‘that the pagan can do is to rush back to

We remember very well that. Mr. Thorn- 
dike Rice, who had too much money for ‘his 


own good, argued in favor of the kangaroo 


convict ballot in the pages of the North 
American Review. We rerember, also, how 
the whole scheme was/ attacked by the 
republican organs, and fhow some of them 


remarked in a loud voice that the introdue- 


tion of this system would be to smother the 
negro vote in the south. 

The kangaroo ballot has some queer 
results. Ifthe north thinks it is a good 
thing, after trying it, there is no reason, 
except the humble one we have given 
(which amounts to nothingin the presence 
of toryism) why the south shouldn’t take 
hold of the kangaroo ballot and conform it 
to the necessities of the honr. 


Rapid Transit for Atlanta. 

Those who read the New York papers 
must observe the constant clamor for rapid 
transit. The city has its elevated railways, 
its electric motors, its dummies, and its vari- 
ous means of quick communication, but in 
spite of these there is a continuous demand 
for rapid transit. 

What is demand in New York, where 
the people have a choice of lines, ought to 
take the nature of a mild riot in Atlanta, 
where the inhabitants of a large section of 
the town have no choice whatever. In the 
southern and western portions of the city 
there are large and populous acres that are 
only awaiting the advent of rapid transit to 
share in the progress and advancement of 
the rest of the city. 

Technically, West End is not a part of the 
city, but in all material and important mat- 
ters it belongs to the growth of Atlanta, and 
in that direction there is a wide field for the 
investment of capital. 

The question of rapid transit is one that 
will have to be settled, and those who have 
capital to invest will do well to remember 
this fact. The southern and western por- 
tions of the city have gold mines in them 
for those who will introduce rapid transit. 


A Black Record. 

Judge Lynch was more active than the 
regularly constituted courts last year. 

For the United States at large there were 
ninety-eight legal hangings during 1889. 
Against this insignificant number Judge 
Lynch rolled up a total of 175. 

In the south 139 persons met their deaths 
at the hands of the lynchers. The north 
furnished thirty-six such executions, 

This is a very black record. It is a bad 
one for the north, and a bad one for the 
south. But it reflects greater discredit upon 
the courts. When judges, juries and sheriffs 
do their whole duty, people do not think 
about lynching. 

In: some exceptional cases Judge Lynch 
will always put in his work even in the most 
orderly community. But such eases are 
rare, and all lynchers should be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law. Where they 
are concerned in the exceptional cases alluded 
to they will never be harmed by a jury of 
their peers. =e 

The Joiner Episode Again. 

The Rev. Mr. Joiner’s story of the ill- 
treatment suffered by himself and his family 
at the hands of certain citizens of Randolph 
county, North Carolina, has already been 
made public in these columns. 

As he is a British subjec&_Mr. Joiner has 
laid his case before Sir Julian Pauncefort, 
at Washington, with a demand for damages 
from the United States government. In 
the first stages of the matter some confttsion 
resulted from the statement that the Joiners 
were teaching the negroes near Holly 
Springs. A later account states that the 
outrage complained of occurred near Ashe- 
boro. 

According to the statement of the English 
missionary, he was simply preaching the 
gospel and educating the negroes. For this 
he and his wife were mobbed by the whites 
and driven out of the state. : 

Now, let us hear the other side. 
Raleigh News and Observer has _ patiently 
hunted up the facts. It seems that the 
Joiners made themselves odious by teaching 
negroes and advocating social equality. 
They had an adopted daughter, who attend- 
ed school along with the negro children. 
The cranky teacher repeatedly said in his 
sermons and addresses that he hoped to see 
the day come when whites and blacks would 
go together to school and church. The 
whites protested and reasoned with this 
man, but he went hisown way. ‘Then he 
was suspected of instigating an incendiary 
fire. After this rough methods were resorted 
to, and the agitators packed up their trunks 
and left. 

It makes no difference what Sir Julian 
Pauncefort, the British government and the 
Washington authorities think about this 
affair. If the evidence sustains the North 
Carolina view that these people were bad 
citizens, public enemies and disturbers of 
the peace, we have nothing to say in their 
behalf. Weare determined, down here, to 
keep the peace between the races, and 
even the British flag shall not shelter reck- 
less emissaries who would overturn the 
established order of things and plunge us 
into strife and bloodshed. Instead of blame, 
the North Carolinians deserve praise for 
their moderation. In this instance they 
have merely protected themselves, without 
seriously injuring the lives, limbs and prop- 
erty of their encinies. —

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


THE NEW YORK TRIBUNE Says: “Antipyrinism is 
the name of a new malady caused by the abuse of 
the latest fashionable drug, antipyrine. In a 
lecture delivered just before Christmas at the 
Sorbonne, the university of Paris, Dr. P. Reg- 
nard, who is one of the most eminent medical 
authorities in France, uttered an emphatic warn- 
ing against the abuse of antipyrine. It is well 
known that excessive smoking produces nar- 
cotism; the abuse of alcohol gives rise to alcohol- 
ism, and that of morphine to morphinism. In 
the same way the injudicious use of cocaine is 
followed by cocainism, and there’ are at the pres- 
ent moment a number of patients in the Paris 
hospitals under treatment for this malady. With 
regard to antipyrine, Dr. Regnard admits that it 
dves wonders in eases of great nervousness, and 
that itis praised by the patients. But he points 
out that in disturbing and arresting the natural 
action of the nerves by a chemical substance, 
although that action may be accompanied by very 
great pain, the penalty for such intemperance 
will have to be paid sooner or later. And the pen- 
alty in question is a horrible one. For among the 
numerous evils to which the excessive use of an- 
tipyrine gives rise are epileptic fits.”

NOTES FROM THE CAPITOL, 

The final settlement of Tax Collector Willson’s 
shortage was effected yesterday at the comptroller 
general’s office, During the morning Sheriff 
Thomas turned over the sum realized by the sale, 
of the ©. W. Well’S property, rucagey, witers 
amounted, after the expenses were deducted, to 
$1,898.80. In order that thefull amount of the 
bond might be paid, each.efthe other bondsmen 
were assessed twelve dollars \and some 
cents, which made the share ‘of each 
$2,018.66. During the afternocn Mrs. Etta Har- 
well paid in the amount due by her, and all the, 
bondsmen received the necessary papers freeing 
them from any further liability to the state. Some 
of the gentlemen on the bond had previously paid 
more than the share required, anda rebate was 
issued to them which, -when signed by the gov- 
ernor, will enable them to recover the excess of 
their liability from the treasury. 


Governor Gordon has for several days been re- 
ceiving letters in reference to the negroes who 
were killed in the Jesup jail. Many questions 
have also been asked regarding other alleged out- 
rages by the whites against the blacks. The gov- 
ernor is making great efforts to ascertain the facts 
not only of the Jesup killing, but also of every 
other case where violence has been. If the cul- 
prits cannot be located he will no doubt offer a 
reward for the apprehension of the culprits. He 
can not, howeyer, do so until the county officials ¢ 
have exercised every resourse at their disposal, 
and have been unable to make the arrests. 

Governor Gordon issued an order yesterday pro- 
longing the time granted the public printer to de- 
liver the newacts passed by the last legislature 
until the 10th of March. It was shown him that it 
would be impossible to publish the book at the 
time required, and he, therefore, consented to the 
prolongation of the time. 


SOME COURT CHAT. 


Two rather interesting cases were on trial in the 
superior court yesterday. 

Both have been under consideration since the 
convening of the court, last Monday. 

That before Judge Marshall J. Clarke was Lewis 
against Burns, asuit to set aside the sale of a 
piece of property on D’Alvigny street, variously 
estimated to be worth from one hundred to one 
thousand dollars. The points of law involved are 
said|to be extraordinarily intricate, and Judge 
Clarke has been troubled considerably in giving 
the correct construction. 

On one side, for the plaintiff, are Messrs: Hill- 
yer & Bro. and Colonel Broyles, and on the other, 
for the defendant, Colonel George T. Frye and 
Mr. Frank Arnold—a splendid array of legal 
talent. 

The suit dates back to 1882. At that time Lewis, 
who had been living with his wife and .family in 
Atlanta, pulled up stakes and took up his resi- 
dence in Chattanooga. He left without telling his 
wife of his intentions or of his destination, and in 
Chattanooga lived with another woman. Shortly 
after Lewis left, asister of Mrs. Lewis, a Mrs. 
Burns, the defendant in the suit, made some 
needed improvements on the D’Alvigny street 
property, adding another room and making other 
repairs. Lewis, uot putting in an appearance to 
settle the account, Mrs. Burns had the property at- 
tached and secured a justite-court judgment 
against it for $100, the amount of her claim. 
Previous to the day of the execution, however, 
Mrs. Burns had bought the property when put up 
at sheriff sale for non-payment of taxes by Lewis, 
the owner, then in Chattanooga. When the judg- 
ment was levied, Mrs. Burns bought the property 
in at a very small figure. 

Lewis then entered suit to have the sale set 
aside, on the ground that the justice-court judg- 
ment was illegal, because Mrs. Burns’s claim on 
the property was groundless. Another ground is 
that the cate poet is worth much more than the 
amount paid forit by Mrs. Burns, aud that she 
should have been content to receive $100, the 
amount for which she sued in the justice court. 
It is still further urged that the whole ground by 
which Mrs. Burns came into possession of the 
property is fraudulent, and that it was simply a 
plot to wrest it from Lewis’s ssion. 

The documentary evidence has been very volu- 

mous, and it may take several days yet before

NEARLY 90,000. 


THAT’S THE POPULATION ACCORD- 
ING TO THE NEW DIRECTORY. 


In 1880, Just Ten Years Ago, the Population 
Was 37,000—In 1900 It Will Be 200,000— 
Atlanta’s Rapid Growth. > 


Atlanta’s population, according to the now 
complete returns in the city directory office, 1s 
nearly ninety thousand. 

Last year it was 74,676. 

“The increase in the old limits within the 
past twelve months,” said -Manager H. 
G. Saunders yesterday, ‘is considerably 
over 10,000, and very near 13,000. The in- 
crease added by the recent extension will 
make fully 13,000 or more, to be added to the 
figures for last year. That will give Atlanta 
a population of over 87,000—nearly 90,000, you 
see. 

‘In 1880, aceording to the official census, 
the population of Atlanta was 37,000.

THEY WERE STARVED. 


Five Fine Tennessee Mules Lost by Delay in 
Transit. 

Sunday night last, Mr. Jim MclIivane, a horse 
dealer, lost five valuable mules out of a cargo just 
purchased in Tennessee. 

At first their sudden death was a mystery, and 
there were grave fears of some sort of foul play. 

The matter was thoroughly investigated by the 
horse dealers, and the conclusion ‘was 
reached that the mules had been kept 
too —ilon in transit, the delay by a 
wreck on the road, causing additional loss of time, 
and the mules were starved for lack of food, and 
famished with thirst when they reached Atlanta.

Another dealer recently lost ten valuable animals 
in the same way, and their death was attributed 
to the same causes. The suffering dealers com- 
plain bitterly of the manner in which the railroads 
treated them in these matters.

AN INTELLIGENCE OFFICE. 


Some Gossip About the Manner in Which It 
Is Conducted. 

An intelligence office is a right interesting place 
to visit during business hours. 

Thére aro always plenty of applicants for places 
and more or less places to be filled. While the 
former are usually in excess of the latter, there is 
always a place for the right sort of a man. 

A reporter wandered into an intelligence office 
in thi. city the other day outof curiosity, and 
watched the modus operandi for awhile. 

Within the space of fifteen minutes three 
women, all colored, one bookkeeper and a couple 
of laborers came into see about their places. 

Catching the manager at leisure, the question 
was asked; 

“How do you manage the business?” 

“Oh, well, we go about it just as other business 
mendo. One of us is on the streets ali the time 
in search of vacant places. 
newspapers and answer all adver- 
tisements for help, call in erson and 
in other ways keep close up with the wants of 
business men in this particular. When we find a 
vacancy we try to fill it with one of our patrons, 
and if the person is anyways competent, we gen- 
erally succeed.” . 

“What class of people patronize you most?” 

“It is hard totell. We have all sorts of custom- 
ers, but I suppose more laborers, men willing to 
do anything, than other classes who are more 
exclusive. We have bookkeepers, accountants, 
drummers, salesmen, laborers, cooks, housekeep- 
ers, and every other sort of trade or calling.” 

“Do you find it hard to accommodate them?” 

“Not generally speaking. Of course, when a 
man has but one calling itis more difficult than 

‘when he wantsa job, and is willing to do any- 
thing. Here, for instance, is a man who is splen- 
didly recommended. He wants a job of book- 
keeping, and nothing else will suit him. Another 
wants to sell guano and buy cotton.

“We tharge the applicant two dollars a month 
for our services. We may get the person a place 
in a day, or it may take a week or two. We charge 
the fee, no matter how soon we get the, place, or 
how late, under a month. That is the way we run 
it. 

oo you fail to get a place at all?” 

‘Well, we do all we can. fn a city like Atlanta 
an intelligent, competent, person, in need of a 
job can be suited in almost every instance inside 
of a week or two. Now and then we strike a per- 
son totally incompetent and fail, but these 
instances are very rare. The business has been 
ruuning here for two years, and our books are 
always full ofthe names of patrons. We have 
secured places for ten nen within the last three 
days, and have just now secured a situation for 
a colored cook.”’

TIME OF OB- 
SERVATION. 
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THE CROPS IN GEORGIA 


THE RESULT OF THE YEAR’S WORK 
FOR THE FARMERS. 


Statistics Gathered by the Agricultural De- 
partment, Which Will Show Where the 
Crops Succeeded and Where They Failed. 


The gentlemen of the agricultural depart- 
ment have been extremely busy for some days 
past, preparing a supplemental report, which 
will give as close an estimate as can be ob- 
tained of the crop raised in Georgia for the 
year 1889. Today the manuscript of the report 
will be pla¢ed in the hands of the printer, and 
as soon as it can be prepared, the result of the 
year’s work will be given to the public. 

Assistant Commissioner Wardell some time 
ago sent circulars all over the state asking for 
particulars. A list of questions to be answered 
was inclosed with each circular and from the 
replies received the report is compiled. As in 
some cases no answers were returned and in 
others inaccurate statements may have been 
made, the exact condition of the state cannot 
be given from the ‘information received, how- 
ever, statistics have been gathered which are 
as nearly correct as such a report can by any 
possibility be made. 

One of the questions asked was ‘relative to 
the ameunt of cotton bagging used. The an- 
swers show that more than one-half of the en- 
tire cotton_crop was wrapped in cotton or other 
material instead of jute. This is considered a 
wonderful victory for the home material over 
the imported article. 

A greatly increased interest is shown in the 
cultivation of grasses and the raising of stock. 
The northern part of the state is specially in- 
terested in the pursuit of these industries and 
with the increase of cotton and grass lands a 
new prosperity is shown. 

The report will show that the crops, though 
extremely large in some sections, were poor in 
others, and consequently the general average 
will be below;what was looked for. Cotton in 
the southern and middle part of the state did 
wonderfully well. Inthe northen counties the 
early frost proved disastrous and fully one- 
third of the crop was destroyed and much more 
was injured. 

The corn crop will bé shown to have been a 
remarkably fine one every where, the amount 
harvested having been greater than was ever 
known before. The crops of other staple pro- 
ducts throughout the state are’ also reported 
excellent though no remarkable increase is 
noted in any one product. 

Another question submitted to the farmers 
by Colonel Wardell referred to the condition 
of the forests. From the answers received it 
will be shown that the importance of the 
timber situation is not generally realized. 

The general tenor of the report is favorable.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK. January 8.—In the stock market 
today coal stocks; and Reading in particular, were 
the pivot upon which the dealings turned and in 
them large bloc##s of stock changed hands, while 
was quiet and moved within 


the general market : 
Large selling orders were 


narrow limits as usual. 
cabled to London last evening with the effect of 
opening Reading stock off over one per cent at 
that center and this decline was partially reflected 
in the opening here this morning. It soon became 
evident that there was a mighty effort being made 
either to cover shorts or to compel them to cover 
and though the pressurein Reading was sufficient 
to cause adecline of three-fourths per cent at 
the opening, the calling in of all loaned 
stock with the most pronounced support 
given the stock sogn brought its price up about 
1% per cent. Stotk loaned at as high as 1-32d 
premium, and dealings for the first hour were 
enormous, running up to 45,000 shares in the first 
fifteen minutes and over 69,000 for halfan hour 
aud 80,000 for an hour. After the opening at 
3534, it touched 3734, but this acvance was not all 
held. Other coal stocks did even better than this, 
and Delaware and Hudson was up to 150 against 
14714 last evening, and Jersey Central to 12744 
against 12544. Lackawanna was also extremely 
active, though the dealings did not reach such 
high figures as in Reading, and the the stock dis- 
played more positive strength, rising from 135%4 
to 138 in the first hour, a rise of 3% 
per cent from its lowest point of yesterday.

The putting on of 
through sleepers here would practically give 
Atlanta anther road to Florida. 

The sleeping-car service is the most important 
factor in the tourist travel. Afew hours differ- 
ence in schedule is a minor consideration—what 
an invalid ér pleasure seeker wants is a sieeping- 
car passagé with as few changes as possible. He 
won't goin one sleeper from here to Macon, and 
then change cars there just to go over the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida, whereas that road 
would be given a chance were that change in Ma- 
con unnecessary. 

That route ought to be opened up between At- 
Yanta and Florida.by a through sleeping car 
service. The Central would probably be more 
inclined to make arrangements forthe haul be- 
tween Atianta and Macon than the Kast Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia would be, but its a 
thing that should be done, and it would pay 
either road—or both—to do this for Atlanta. 

From Abbeville to Waycross, ~ 

Some time ago, THE CONSTITUTION printed an 
account of the proposed extension of the,Atlanta 
and Florida in a bee-line to Waycross—thus giv- 
ing the shortest poossible route from Atlanta to 
Jacksonville. The Atlanta and Florida starts out 
towards Jacksonville. The Savannah, Florida 
and Western between Jacksonville and Waycross, 
points straight towards Atlanta. 

The plan referred to in THE CONSTITUTION was 
simp!y to fill inthe gap from Fort Valley(or rather, 
from Perry) to Waycross by way of Abbeville. 

Sooner or later this will be done. ° 

The idea is recalled by an entirely independent 
movement to build from Abbeville to Waycross. 
Judge R. F. Watts, is one of the leading spirits in 
this work, and :h? indications are that something 
will be done. He has been engaged for more than 
two months soliciting subscriptions, and is greatly 
encouraged in his work. The distance from Abbe- 
ville to Waycross is about ninety miles through a 
fine, Jevel expanse of country which is almost an 
unbroken forest of the choicest pine timber in 
southern Georgia. The road can be projected 
upon almost an air-line, and will not have half a 
dozen streams to cross, and but few small cuts 
and fills to make. Judge Watts thinks it can be 
built at small cost after the rightof way is cleared. | 
It will traverse the counties of Wilcox, Irwin and 
Ware, and will pass through an entirely new sec- 
tion. This road, when built, would certainly have 
agreat future, and would not stop until deep 
water was reached, and would then connect the 
sea and the great west, via the Savannah, Amer- 
icus and Montgomery. 

Colonel S. H. Hawkins ismentionedasasuitable, 
not to say probable, president of the company. 

With that road built the route from Atlanta to 
Jacksonvilie would be: 

_ Atlanta to Fort Valley (A. and F.)........ 104 miles 
Fort Valley to Perry (Central branch).... 6 ” 
Perry to Abbeville (about)...... fo svenstes 50 
Abbeville to Waycross (about)..;......... 90 
Waycross to JacksonvillecS. F.and W.).. 76 

This would make the total distance 326 miles. 

Of that distance 186 miles is already built. 

The building of this line between Abbeville and 
Waycross would complete 276 miles, leaving only 
to be built the fifty-mile gap between Perry and 
Abbeville. 

The through extension of the Atlanta & Florida 
to Waycross is a matter of certainty—and time. 
The time is ripe now for the work, and it is to be 
hoped that this important step in that direction 
will be made at once.

INSTANT DEATH. 


4 FRAGMENT OF AN EMERY WHEEL 
STRUCK HIM ON THE HEAD, 


Young Frank Davis the Victim of a Terrible 
Accident at the Atlanta Stove Works 
Yesterday Morning. 


He never knew what struck him. 

Young Frank Davis was busy at work, pol- 
ishing a stove leg on an emery wheel at the 
Atlanta Stove and Range factory yesterday 
morning. 

The sixteen other employes were busy at 
work in and around the building. 

Suddenly there was a loud crash, and, turn- 
ing toward the polishing space, several 
employes saw young Davis lying flat of his 
back. They ran to the spot, and seeing blood 
and brains scattered around, they called to the 
engineer tostop the machinery. This Was 
done at once, and when his comrades gathered 
around they found young Davis lying with his 
head against a pile of castings, and his rough 
apron thrown over his face. 

By his side lay the fragments of his 
spectacies, and the stove leg that he 
was __— polishing. Near by was one 
of the four rough pieces of the emery wheel on 
which he had been polishing the casting. 

The apron was drawn from his face and 

A HORRIBLE SIGHT 
met the view of the workmen. The left side 
of the skull was torn asunder, and through the 
gaping fissure the brain could be seen, all torn 
and mangled. The eye was gone and a ragged 
cut extended down the cheek to the chin. 

He was dead. 

The wound had come with the suddenness of 
a thunderbolt, and with a force as deadly. 
Part of the skull bone had been torn away, 
and fragments of the glass of his spectacles 
were driven into the cavity of the eye. 

The news of his death was rapidly trans- 
mitted from mouth to mouth, and in five min- 
utes the building, usually so noisy with the 
class and clangor of toil, was as still as the 
greve. 

The widowed mother was notified of the 
death of her son, and her grief was heartrend- 
ing. He was her only dependence for the sup- 
of herself and several younger children. 

He was a most industricus boy, and had been 
employed by’Mr. Amor Clontz, better known 
as ‘*Butch,’’ who has a contract for setting up 
stoves. Onlya few hours before Mr. Clontz had 
come to young Davis and complimented him on 
his work, promising to raise his wages Monday, 
being so well pleased with him that he felt 
willing to pay him a dollar a day. 

But the poor fellow’s working days were 
over, and the weeping mother was led away, 
and Undertakers Wyly & Barclay given charge 
of the remains. 

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The cause of the acgfdent was one not un- 
usual in manufacfories. The emery wheel 
was revolving at Me rate of about 1,300 revo- 
lutions pet minute, the maximum speed being 
2.000, 

As is not. infrequently the case, it burst 
into four pieces, nearly equal in size. One of 
them tlew backwards, struck a beam overhead, 
rebounded and broke several castings. 

The other pieces flew in_ different 
directions, and the last struck young 
Davis square in the _ face, crashed 
through his skull; struck the brick wall in the 
rear, and, rebounding, fell at his side, break- 
ing several pieces of casting by its weight 
alone. 

Nobody was to blame in the matter, and his 
death was purely and simply the result of an 
unavoidable accident. 

HOW EMERY WHEELS ARE MADE. 

Emery wheels are made by pressing the cor- 
rundum into molds, by hydraulic pressure, 
and afterwards baking them in a kiln. The 
ordinary wheels contain nothing else save the 
mixture. 

But there are other wheels in use, one being 
used at the same stand as the ono that burst 
yesterday, which contain brass wires and are 
said to be less liable to fly apart than the or- 
dinary sort. ea 

‘Many efforts have been made to invent some 
method of protecting the operator, but with 
the exception of spectacles to guard the eyes 
from particles of dust, nothing adequate has 
ever been discovered. When they break they 
are as liable to play in one direction as an- 
other. 

THE FUNERAL 

The funeral services of young Davis will be 
conducted at his mother’s home today. 

Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of :- Fulton county, 
was notified of the accident yesterday, but de- 
cided that an inquest Was unnecessary, so that 
none was held. 

The Atianta Stove and Range company will 
defray all the expenses of the funeral, and 
the works will be closed until it is over. 

He was sixteen years of age, sober and in- 
dustrious and was highly respected by all 
who knew him. His prospects foralong and 
useful life were exceedingly promising.
